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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON FACILITIES 
OF THE LAW LIBRARY OF CONGRESS* 


The death on April 11, 1943, of Dr. 
John Thomas Vance, the Law Librarian 
of Congress, is the most important event 
in connection with the Library of Con- 
gress that your committee has to report. 
Vance was born in Lexington, 
\ugust 24, 1884.

In fact in his last 
hours his talk was of the housing of 
this national law library in its own build- 
ing where there could be found every- 
thing that the Government departments 
and agencies might require so far as 
law materials were concerned, and where 
scholars from all over the world might 
come to secure legal materials needed in 
their investigations, no matter what the 
field might be. 

\s Law Librarian of Congress, John 
Vance’s interest was in strengthening the 
collections of the Law Library in all 
fields. He was interested not merely in 
Latin American legal materials but in 
the legal materials from all countries. 
lfowever, his facility in Spanish, his ex- 
perience in the Dominican Republic and 
his first trip to Mexico led him to give 
special attention to the collection of Latin 
\merican legal materials from the re- 
publics to the south of us and also in 
the cultivation of cultural relations 
among the republics of the American 
Continents. Consequently, the collec- 
tions made by him of legal materials 
from the Latin American republics are 
probably more nearly complete than 
those which exist in any other library. 

John Vance attended as official dele-

gate many of international 
congresses of librarians, both in Europe

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and America, and everywhere he went 
he made intimate contacts with scholars 
which continued with beneficial results 
to the Law Library until his death, and 
he also secured the cooperation and ac- 
tive assistance of booksellers not only 
in the Americas but also in Europe. 
John Vance’s interests were not con- 
fined exclusively to the Law Library 
but extended to all the branches of the 
Library of Congress. On many occa- 
sions he was a source of great strength 
to the Librarian of Congress and to the 
Library of Congress and could always 
be counted upon for help in any crisis. 
However devoted he was to the Library 
of Congress as a whole, the first and 
greatest object of his devotion was the 
Law Library over which he presided. 
His genius for organization, his untir- 
ing devotion to the cause of the national

brary. It is no mean achievement to 
have fired the imaginations of a con 
gressional appropriation committee and 
this John Vance accomplished. 

John Vance’s education never ceased 
until his death. In 1937 he was given 
the degree of J. S. D. by The Catholic 
University of America for the submis- 
sion of a thesis, The Background of 
Hispanic-American Law. He was also 
the recipient of honorary degrees from 
Transylvania College and the University 
of Michigan. He wrote much concern- 
ing the Law Library of Congress and 
in the advancement of the ideal which 
he had conceived for it. He organized 
in its support the Friends of the Law 
Library of Congress which has at times 
been of the very greatest assistance. He 
secured the support of members of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
notably that of the present Chief Justice 
who, in 1930, in testifying before a con 
gressional appropriations committee up 
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on the need for a great law library in 
Washington, advocated an increase in 
the all too small appropriation for the 
law Library of Congress, saying what 
was true then and is true today, that 
‘\ny money that is spent for books of 
permanent character you are investing 
for all time.”

In the years before the war and the 
years prior to this war, we secured a 
great deal of material by international 
exchange and by deposit for copyright 
in this country of foreign books. The 
British copyrighted books here very ex- 
tensively, and we got foreign documents 
through international exchange, got a 
great deal of material that did not cost 
us a red cent; as a matter of fact, it was 
delivered here without cost to us. To- 
day, the British are not bothering to 
register for copyright. They have other 
things to do; they have other things to 
worry about and they need the shipping 
space. The international exchange of 
documents has collapsed and documen- 
tary material which this Government 
needs we have to go out and buy, go 
out and find and bring in by whatever 
means we can. 

Official gazettes and other official 
publications containing decisions of the 
courts, laws, decrees, regulations and ad- 
ministrative determinations, both of 
enemy and neutral governments, and of 
the governments in exile, must, as far 
as it is possible to procure them, be paid 
for, and since, as a result of the war, 
these publications are needed through- 
out the Government today as they have 
never been needed before, they must be 
procured as soon after publication as 
possible. It has accordingly been neces- 
sary to spend large amounts for air 
However, than 


transportation. more 


reasonably satisfactory collections of es- 
sential foreign documents of the sort 
mentioned have been coming into the 


Library in a fair degree of complete- 
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ness. As to such publications, the Law 
Library is in a position to take advantage 
of facilities not usually available to non- 
The 


Library's efforts in this direction have 


governmental institutions. Law 
enabled it to render a very distinct serv- 
ice to a large number of Government 
departments and agencies and 1s a part 
of its contribution to the war effort. 

In the Center of Inter American Le- 
gal Studies organized in the Law Li- 
brary of Congress through a grant from 
the State Department the G wide to the Law 
and Legal Literature of Colombia and 
the Guide to the Law and Legal Litera- 
ture of Cuba, the Dominican Republic 
and Haiti have been prepared for publi- 
cation. They are now available and 
should be of great use to the American 
lawyer who is called upon to advise 
American business men as well as to the 
legal scholar. The manuscript for the 
Guide to the Law and Legal Literature 
of Mexico, the material for which was 
gathered by Dr. Vance and upon which 


he did a very great deal of work, is now 
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in course of active preparation and it is 
hoped that it will be possible to send it 
to the printer about the first of the year. 

There is an excellent working library 
of some 40,000 volumes under the direc- 
tion of the Law Library of Congress 
maintained in the Capitol in the room in 
which the Supreme Court sat until 1859 
when it moved into the then recently 
abandoned Senate Chamber. The col- 
lections in this Library have been thor 
oughly reorganized within the past year 
and it seems now to be rendering an ex- 
cellent service to the Members of both 
Houses of the Congress and to the Bar 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States. It, however, needs modern 
equipment and a modern lighting system. 

The administration during Dr. Vance’s 
absence was in the hands of Mr. Francis 
X. Dwyer, the Assistant Law Librarian, 
who with the abie staff of Dr. Vance 
had assembled kept the Law Library 
functioning during the past year with- 


out interruption to any of its services.

The List is limited by the following instructions: “According to the general 
plan it should include the whole field of legal literature issued in this country, 
1940-44. Of special interest are books on legal history and philosophy, handbooks 


and legal bibliography, also important American contributions to the jurisprudence 


f other countries. Of monographs only such works should be included which are 
of general importance either because of the subject or because of the methods ap- 
plied. ‘The Norwegian Government has secured the continued subscription to all 
\merican periodicals that were subscribed to by public institutions in prewar 
Norway ; periodicals should therefore be excluded with the possible exception of 
such that may have been started after 1940 and are of real importance. All publica- 
tions from academies, learned institutions and museums that are included in 
international exchange arrangements should be excluded as well, since publications 
of this kind are being stored by respective institutions here for distribution 
after the war.” 

“A maximum number of books for the whole list has now been fixed, and a 
quota has been allotted to each field. To the field of law 100 titles in all were al- 
lotted (20 books per year for the period covered ).” 

It should be emphasized that the list was prepared at this time so that scholars 
could have immediate access to the more important legal publications from which 
they have been cut off for the past five years. Librarians are urged to send addi- 


tional suggestions to the compilers.
